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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal.

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The subject matter of claim 8 sets forth the chain extenders by means of closed 
terminology, namely a Markush group; therefore, it is improper to utilize an open transitional 
phrase to set forth the 1 ,4-butanediol chain extender within dependent claim 9. 

3. Claims 15-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Within claims 15, 18, and 22, the species for the diol, diisocyanate, and diol, respectively, 
should be claimed in the alternative. 

4. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In situations where the chain extender is a diamine, reference to an NCO/OH index is 
confusing. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily pubhshed under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this appHcation is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

6. Claims 1-6, 8-20, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Taylor etal. ('166). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1,132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

7. The 37 CFR 1.132 declarations , filed October 20, 2003, have been considered; however, 
the declarations are still considered to be insufficient, because the position is maintained that the 
claims of the reference encompass the instant claims. See MPEP 715.01(a) and 716.10. 
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Applicants have provided no rationale to support their position that the instant claims are not 
encompassed by the claims of the reference.
